PROSECUTION  OP  THE  MORNING  JOURNAL. 

We  have  hiiherto  been  silent  on  the  subject  of  the  prosecution  of  the 
Aloming  Journai,  partly  because  we  have  so  repeatedly  urged  our  objec¬ 
tions  to  the  existing  law  of  libel,  that  observation  in  the  general  seemed 
to  us  superfluous  reiteration;  and  in  respect  of  the  particular  case,  we 
felt  the  force  of  the  apology  put  forth  for  the  Chancellor,  that  the  prose¬ 
cution  was  neceuary  to  him.  We  regretted  the  necessity y  as  it  may  be 
remembered  we  have  always  entertained  a  kindly  feeling  for  Lord 
Lyndhurst,  in  consideration  of  the  manly  and  wise  line  of  conduct  he 
pursued  when  Attorney-General,  a  period  honourably  marked  by  a  sus¬ 
pension  of  the  oflicial  persecution  of  the  Press ;  it  is  sad  to  see  the  bad 
practice  now  reverted  to  for  the  vindication  of  his  Lordship’s  character. 
But  self-preservation  is  an  argument  of  great  avail  with  human  nature, 
and  we  could  form  an  idea  of  the  stress  of  opinion  which  compelled 
the  first  Officer  in  the  realm  to  take  refuge  in  the  Courts  of  Law.  A 
purgation  of  foul  charges  was  perhaps  necessary,  and  the  opportunity, 
we  thought,  might  have  been  seized  merely  with  a  view  to  personal 
policy,  and  without  any  tincture  of  malice.  It  was  not  agreeable  to 
the  Morning  Jmrnal  to  be  thus  made  his  Lordship’s  scape-goat  from 
a  well,  at  the  Iwttom  of  which  Truth,  we  are  confident,  does  not  dwell ; 
but  as  that  journal  had  butted  somewhat  savagely,  we  almost  thought 
it  deserved  the  inconvenience  for  its  truculency.  In  this  view  we  laid 
our  account  with  moderate  and  forbearant  proceedings.  We  con¬ 
ceived  Lord  Lyndhursi’s  object  to  be  rather  the  exoneration  of  himself 
than  the  heavy  inculpation  of  his  assailant.  The  report  of  what 
passed  in  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench  on  Wednesday,  would  give  us  to 
lament  tliat  such  was  not  the  spirit  of  the  prosecution,  for  it  is 
now  assuming  a  vindictive  aspect,  a  decided  Scarlet  complexion. 
I’eople  may  indeed  be  apt  to  suppose  that  the  pique  of  the  advocate 
is  influencing  his  conduct  of  the  case,  and  that  he  is,  under  cover  of 
lx>Td  Lyndhurst’s  name,  punishing  the  well-merited  castigation  which 
the  Morning  Journal  bestowed  on  liim  some  few  days  back. 

There  is  certainly  a  suspicious  soreness  in  the  following  remarks 
utterocl  by  the  Whig  Attorney-General  in  the  discussion  of  Wed¬ 
nesday: — 

**  He  did  not  puhlisfi  a  newspaper  every  day.  He  had  not  an  oppov 
iunity  of  answering  libels  every  day  on  the  course  of  proceedings  of  the 
Court,  He  did  not  feel  himself  called  on  to  state  the  circumstances 
whtch  impelled  him  to  file  an  ex-officio  information  ;  but  he  was  too  well 
known  to  allow  it  to  be  thought  that  he  would  adopt  any  course  incon- 
aisteni  with  moderation  and  justice.** 

We  beg  leave  utterly  to  deny  that  last  assertion.  We  beseech 
Sir  James  Scarlett  to  be  assured,  that  the  estimation  in  which  he  is 
held  is  Ihc  very  opposite  of  that  which  he  imagines.  Let  him  not  lay 
any  such  flattering  unction  on  his  soul ;  but  on  the  contrary,  for  the 
love  of  truth,  we  implore  him  to  believe  tliat  tliere  is  not  a  professional 
man  in  this  country  for  whom  a  mure  general  and  bitter  distaste  is 
entertained.  We  never  yet  heard  a  single  individual  speak  a  good 
word  in  hit  favour ;  and  he  should  by  no  means  forget,  that  when  his 
death  was  given  out  about  five  years  ago,  the  only  talk  upon  it  was 
concerning  the  disposal  of  his  briefs.  Moliere’s  Argan  did  not  indeed 
hear  a  lest  flittering  eptcedium. 

All  the  unfavourable  impressions  which  people  have  received 
regarding  litis  **old  Whig”  Lawyer,  will  undoubtedly  be  confirmed  by 
the  spice  be  is  now  giving  us  of  his  quality. 

During  the  stormiest  period  of  last  session,  when  the  Relief  Bill

As  the  oracle  of  ihli 
school,  the  Edinburgh  Review^  is  now  hastening  to  oblivion,  let  us,  bvfore 
it  is  altogether  forgotten,  illustrate  the  inane  doctrine,  if  we  may  call  d 
doctrine,  of  that  school,  by  one  brief  question.  Opposed  as  the  Riiiew 
was  to  every  existing  institution  in  government,  to  every  received  do^uiae 
in  morals  and  religion,  to  all  the  acknowledged  systems  iu  the  philosop’ij 
of  mind  and  of  matter,  did  it  ever  propose  any  substituie  for  any  of  the 
objects  of  its  flippant  censures  ?  No,  it  never  did.  The  matim  with 
which  the  reviewer  set  out  was,  that  “  the  world  always  give  credit  fora$ 
much  talent  as  is  boldly  pretended  and  with  this  maxim — snpponH  in 
a  barbarous  jejune  stylo,  measured  and  squared,  however,  by  the  calliper* 
and  tenants  of  Hugh  Blair,  the  poorest  of  all  poor  critics — they,  the  re. 
viewers,  by  the  mere  force  of  impertinence  and  sneering,  coatriied  to 
disgust  the  whole  body  of  fools  in  the  nation,  who  almost  always  are  the 
majority,  with  all  that  their  wiser  fathers  loved,  and  all  that  had  seneda* 
the  means  of  their  own  happiness. 

”  It  was,  indeed,  n  hungry  but  an  ambitious  entertainment— the  fea>t 
of  some  very  notable  pauper,  where  the  absence  of  substance  was  supj>iif4 
by  management,  and  where  the  guests  were  reconciled  to  their  |)enurwui 
and  distasteful  f^are,  by  bold  and  profuse  sneering  at  the  uncouth  itjlc  in 
which  the  more  solid  and  salutary  viands  of  the  squire  and  parsort  wmv 
served  up.  But  this  could  not  last  for  ever,  and  the  Edinburgh  R<nV«i, 
after  living  to  do  infinite  mischief,  died  some  ten  years  ago— died,  we 
mean,  to  all  purposes  of  influence  ;  for  now,  though  it  is  still  printed,  ai 
we  learn  from  the  hVest minster  Review  and  Exainincr^  it  is  as  liuJe  read 
as  the  Right  Hon.  Wilmot  Horton’s  last  emigration  pauiphlet. 

“The  fVestminster  Review,  witli  incomparably  more  talent  than  iti 
predecessor,  is  unfortunately  as  much  estranged  from  established  prlncipjrt 
in  ethics  and  in  state  policy  as  the  Edinburgh  Review  itself;  but  ii  i* 
honest,  which  the  other  never  was,  and  its  honesty  gives  the  votary 
philosophy  an  advantage  over  it  as  great  as  that  which,  through  weir 
total  want  of  talent,  he  enjoyed  before  over  the  Edinburghers.  ^

Shortly  afterwards  occurs  this  piece  of  information,  curiously  accu¬ 
rate,  considering  its  moment: — 

“  The  ocean  may  be  considered  the  best  place  for  burial ;  that  is,  a 
sufficient  weight  may  be  hung  to  a  dead  body  to  sink  it  beyond  the  reach  of 
all  voracious  fish,  where  no  shark  can  follow', — this  is  a  consolation  to  the 
friends  of  the  deceased, — und  also  where  no  resurrectionists  of  earth  can 
disturb  him ;  from  thence  he  cannot  be  served  to  the  dissection  table. 
Admirals,  and  other  great  men  who  die  at  sca^  arc  seldom  thrown  over¬ 
board,  but  brought  home  preserved  in  casks  of  spirits,  (he  which  are  not 
unfrequently  ta|)ped  by  the  sailors  all  this  is  wmng,  for  no  family  vault 
can  equal  the  sepulchre  of  the  deep;  there,  no  monument  can  bo  raised, 
no  false  epitaph  engraved.  What  would  be  said  in  an  obituary,  might 
run  thus:  *  Buried  in  such  a  latitude  and  longitude,  having  a  ainking  . 
weight  attached  of  ten  miles  deep.’  Common  sailors^  with  a  shot  at  their 
fecL  never  sink  above  half  a  mile,** 

When  Mr  Mactaooart  leaves  his  fun  and  common-place,  and 
gives  us  information  of  the  statistics  or  natural  history  ol  Canada,  lie 
cannot  fail  to  interest  and  please,  for  where  lie  has  any  matter  of 
observation  to  commuiiicate,  he  is  at  once  forcible,  simple,  and  easy, 
and  often  dashes  his  narrative  with  suggestions  of  an  order  far  supe¬ 
rior  to  the  general  characlcr  of  his  tone  and  style.  Our  author 
surprises  us  by  the  assertion,  that  clearing  the  woods  and  reducing 
the  country  to  cultivation,  liave  been  prejudicial  to  health  in  North 
America.  These  operations  have  certainly  been  deemed  greatly  con¬ 
ducive  to  salubrity  : — 

“  The  Americans,  as  they  arc  termed,  are  not  a  healthy  people  ;  they  are 
evidently  much  degenerated  and  degenerating;  so  arc  those  in  the  cleared 
towD:ihi|M  of  Canada.  What  a  dilFerence  between  them  and  the  athletic 
Indian  of  the  wild  !  We  are  certainly  acting  diametrically  against  the 
laws  of  nature  by  levelling  the  forest,  but  not  improving  it  by  any  means* 
Before  Euro|>eans  ariived  in  Aineri<m,  there  wore  as  many  people,  and 
some  will  say  moie,  in  it,  than  there  are  now ;  these  existed,  and  what  arw 
left  do  yet  exist,  without  cutting  down  the  trees ;  yet  it  seeuia  we  cannot 
get  on  now  at  all,  without  going  through  this  fatigue  wriih  the  hatchet* 
Our  wish  seems  to  be  to  despise  the  good  things  which  (lie  country  naturally 
affords  in  abundniice,  and  to  introduce  into  it,  with  much  care  and  labour, 
those  things  which  we  and  our  forefathers  were  accustomed  to.  We  cut 
down  the  beautiful  umbrellas  that  Nature  hat  prepared  to  hinder  the  tun 
from  glowing  upon  tie ;  we  frighten  and  extirpate  the  game  which  breed 
and  thrive  lo  plentifully  in  the  woods.  Where  are  the  herds  of  deer,  and 
flocks  of  tarkeys  now  they  are  retired  with  their  friend  the  Indian  |0 
file  remote  territoriee.  And  where  are  the  fUli  that  gambolled  in  the  shady 
pools  ?— why,  tiio  poola  are  dried  up  in  the  aunainer  a  drought,  and  the 
trout  are  no  more.  Where,  then,  are  our  boasted  improvements  ?— for  my 
own  part,  1  do  not  know  where  to  find  them.  1  can  a<‘e  as  many  beauties 
in  the  forest,— in  truth,  more  than  In  the  cleared  and  cultivated  country.” 

The  question  is  not  entirely  one  of  the  picturesque.  Mr  Mactao* 
oart  may  see  more  beauties  in  the  forest  than  iti  the  cuUifated 
coantry,  but  we  conceive  he  would  prefer  seeing  a  loaf  of  breed  to  e 
stick  on  his  breakfast  uble,  and  in  that  sort  of  pr^uction  consists  the 
advantage  of  the  improved  Und.  As  for  the  effect  of  clearing  the 
woods  on  the  salubrity  of  the  climate,  the  point  is  not  fairly  deter¬ 
mined  by  "a  coniparlsoD  between  the  natire  Indians  and  the  settlers* 
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leiiy,  making  in  ail,  thirty-iwo;  the  body  w»7.f

the  reverse  being  the  case  when  it  U  young  and  grow 
Ihen  formed  by  being  at  tod  upon  by  the  i)re*sure  of 
iwclling  about  them.  Once  in,  this  stran-^e  wona 
I  the  outer  rind,  and  through  it ;  for  althougkV  tree 
I  easement  encloses  the  rotton  interior.  *Now  tkii 
no  for  the  purpooe  of  introducing  moisture,  and  Sf#. 
mitioo;  as  Nature  seems  aa  auxious  to  'eorairafc 
d  this  certainly  does  it.  A  capillary  action  is  brouckt 
about  by  these  worms,  and  moisture  conducted  through  the  tree;  were  is 
holes  made,  the  casement  alluded  to  would  remain  for  many  years,  beiiw 
rendered  almost  as  hard  as  atone,  by  the  dry  weather  and  beat  of  the  soa. 
This  worm  and  the  woodj>eckcr  are  never  at  work  on  the  tame  tree :  tW 
season  for  the  bird  is  before  the  bark  falls  off,  which  it  greatly  promote*  • 
that  of  the  worm,  after.  ’ 

**  The  movements  of  this  worm  are  not  very  quick ;  when  laid  down  n 
the  warm  horizontal  rock,  it  (ravelled  about  at  a  yard  in  a  minute.  One  of 
the  Canadians,  unknown  to  me,  took  it  up  and  threw  it  u  little  way  iatstiie 
lake,  where  tlie  water  was  about  ten  feet  deep.  This  rather  disjilMsed  m: 
the  poor  fellow  seeing  this,  was  as  sorry  as  myself;  so  we  wentdowioi 
the  lower  ledge  of  the  rock,  and  what  was  to  me  extremely  enriaas,  ite 
beheld  the  avrill  crawling  slowly  on  the  bottom  bcueaih  the  deep  aatsf* 
In  about  five  minutes  time  it  reached  the  bottom  of  the  rock,  and  coolioiud 
very  slowly  to  clamber  up  to  the  surface,  in  doing  which  it  seemed  to  bate 
great  difficulty,  and  was  frequently  nbout  to  relinquish  its  hold,  and  fall 
again  to  the  bottom.  Had  the  lake  at  this  time  been  the  least  agitated,  it 
would  not  have  succeeded  in  ascending  the  face  of  the  rock.  At  len^  ft 
came  out  very  much  exhausted,  having  been  beneath  the  water  abont  bsrtly 
minutes.  How  it  can  live  in  such  a  situation  so  long,  1  leave  it  to  anai^ 
mists  to  judge ;  and  how  it  knew  the  way  direct  toward#  the  shore,  iasiead 
of  steering  its  course  farther  out,  is  also  a  mystery.  It  must  haie  wet 
tho  rock  rising  up  from  the  water;  or  the  small  declivity  of  the  beacb 
might  have  given  it  some  information  as  to  this.  I  am  tiiu*  mioute, kg 
worms  and  their  ways  are  things  not  sufliciently  attended  to  by  us,  altbosfk 
they  get  our  bodies  to  themselves  at  last.  The  manner  iu  wbicb  tb^y 
work  out  their  holes  is  very  curious;  the  borings  are  passed  bcoeatli tbt 
belly,  in  a  hollow  between  the  rows  of  legs.  These,  being  strong,  mow 
about  the  dust  of  the  rotten  w'ood.  The  hollow  is  not  unlike  the  groove* 
a  gimlet.  In  Plymouth  Sound  there  is  a  marine  worm,  about  ihrec-tpurti^ 
of  an  inch  thick,  and  about  the  same  length  as  the  avrill,  which  bore*  hoW* 
through  the  limestone  rocks  in  Uie  bottom  of  the  sound,  where  the  mIi 
is  from  forty  to  tw’enty  feet  deep.  I  have  seen  many  of  these  siooe*  « 
bored,  and  when  inspecting  the  bottom  with  a  diving- liell  for  a  goodf«-3 
dation  to  a  sea-wall  that  was  aliout  to  be  erected,  we  found  acre# 
bored  as  with  a  wimble,  to  a  considerable  depth;  even  many  of  the 
stone  blocks  that  compose  the  Breakwater  in  the  Sound  are  bored  IdrJ 
sieve,  and  actually  devoured  by  this  worm.  It  iuceeds  in  makiog 
holes  by  putting  a  quantity  of  sand  before  its  head,  when  it  wori»a"^B 
like  a  marble  cutter,  making  a  circular  aperture.  It  may  not  he 
perhaps  to  say,  that  this  worm  will  gnaw  the  Breakwater  *o  that  the 
inages  may  take  some  cash  to  repair :  thi#  work  keeps  sinking  ever; 
(K'rliaps  it  may  be  mainly  attributed  to  that  cause.  ,^1 

**  Thus  do  we  see  very  insigniticant  animals  |»erform  wond^*. 
interminable  forests  of  America  are  cleared  of  their  dead  limber  hy  a 
that  grinds  its  hard  particles,  when  the  friability  of  the  •abstao<* 
moisture,  and  dfH'omposition  rapidly  ensue#. 
the  ocean  changed  in  a  strange  manner,  and  the  hard  rocks 
(lowder;  the  sand,  in  due  lime,  after  thifliDg  about  fro*  oa^. 
another,  becomes  consolidated  again  aoinewhere  eb»**t 
minerals  of  a  plastic  comiiosition.  In  short,  look  where  w« 


will  not  visit  their  native  flowers  for  a  draught  of  sweet  independence — 
Ibis  is  the  state  of  the  Canadians.  The  British  Government  makes 
drooea  of  them:— is  it  not  obvious?  Look  at  Uie  Americans,  placed 
only  on  the  opposite  side  of  a  river  from  them,  with  land  not  so  fertile, 
taxed  too,  more  remote  from  market,  in  every  respect  w'orsc  situated  ;  and 
yet  they  thrive  much  more  than  the  others.  Indeed,  when  matters  are 
rightly  sounded  to  the  bottom,  we  find  that  it  is  the  United  States  we  are 
assisting,  instead  of  Canada ;  but  probably  this  may  be  all  for  the  best. 
Britain  will  never  be  injured,  inetbinks,  by  the  prosperity  of  any  country, 
whether  that  is  hostile  or  friendly,  so  long  as  she  keeps  empress  of  the 
ocean.  Let  Jonathan’s  internal  resources  be  unchecked,  let  him  and  his 
brood  swarm  into  Canada,  yes,  to  the  pole  if  they  will, — it  will  ever  be  a 
distinct  territory  of  itself;  and  if  we  manage  matters  properly,  it  will 
always  be  friendly  with  and  of  the  greatest  consequence  to  us.  But 
watch  him  on  the  ocean  ;  let  him  be  snubbed  there  ;  fear  not  his  wrath. 

**  If  wt  laugh  at  Jonathan  for  guessing  and  telling  stretchersy  he  profits 
largely  by  this  kind  of  fun  ;  and  as  long  as  we  remain  such  a  nation  of  doub¬ 
ters  as  we  arc,  his  gains  will  increase,  while  we  may  console  ourselves  with 
being  considerable  losers.  AVc  seldom  give  Implicit  faith  to  the  narrative 
of  any  common  traveller :  we  doubt  some  part  or  other  of  his  statements ; 
we  suspect  we  sec  a  little  cloud  rising  out  of  the  sea,  no  larger,  perha{is, 
*l»Mn  A  man’s  hand,  which  soon  spreads,  and  often  involves  important  truths 
in  mysterious  gloom.  During  the  late  wars  in  Canada,  we  sent  out  lots  of 
water-butts  to  the  ships  on  the  lakes,  because  we  would  not  believe  but 
that  they  were  arms  of  the  sea,  and  consequently  must  be  salt  water.  It  is 
this  dpubting  of  ours  that  has  lost  for  us  so  much  of  the  territories  of 
America.  We  willingly  enter  into  treaties  with  people  who  know  it  well, 
not  wishing  to  expose  our  ignorance;  and,  indeed,  we  have  as  much 
cause  to  know  it  as  they  ;  and  well  we  might,  even  much  better  than  the 
Americans,  for  we  have  at  all  times  been  greater  travellers  than  they, 
though  we  refuse  to  profit  by  our  own  labours.  Every  person  cannot  be 
expected  to  wander  abroad  and  examine  into  the  nature  of  foreign  coun¬ 
tries;  so,  because  we  all  cannot  sec,  we  will  not  all  believe,  and  so  we 
lose  ourselves. 

**  Jonathan  is  no  such  doubter :  betakes  our  travellers  at  their  word, 
and  acts  accordingly  ;  he  *  guesses*  they  are  right.  It  is  we  who  give  him 
the  chief  part  of  his  information  :  he  receives  it,  indeed,  without  thanking 
us,  and  adds  it  greedily  to  li is  general  stock  ;  w'hile  we  reject  the  things 
which  are  our  own,  and  give  them  away  without  regret.  What  we  con¬ 
sider  to  be  lies,  he  receives  as  profound  truths ;  and  should  they  even  be  as 
we  suppose,  he  is  induced  to  make  enquiries,  and  obtain  a  considerable 
aeqessioQ  of  jteowledge.  He  is  an  astrologer  and  astronomer  at  the  same 
time ;  he  will  swallow  any  nonsense,  but  digest  it  afterwards.  When 
looking  out  at  sea  for  snakes  twenty  miles  long,  he  not  iinfrequently  secs 
wptci[-iy>outt,  and  other  phenomena,  which  would  escape  his  notice,  were 
U  not  for  the  serpents  that  haunt  his  mind.**

good  by  virtue  of  the  qualihcation  of  vastness^  for  in  many  moun- 
taiooui  districts  lakes  abound. 

**  Tbe  great  lakes  of  North  America  seem  to  answer  some  of  the  ends 
tbat  the  mounlains  in  South  America  do;  they  are  the  means  of  watering 
•xtrasive  lerrilories.  The  Andes  attract  tbe  vapours  ever  rising  out  of 
the  huge  ocesDS  on  either  side  of  them,  by  which  means  their  great  rivers 
are  supplied  ;  while  the  lakes,  by  eva|ioration,  do  tbe  same  thing.  Hence, 
where  there  are  Urge  mountains  on  tbe  globe,  there  are  no  extensive  lakes; 
aad  et>r  vers*.  It  is  singular  loo  In  remark,  that  the  iofiiest  mountain 
is  generally  found  to  be  the  farthest  inland,  and  also  the  most  eajiacioiis 
Uke.  Chimboraxo  tianda  in  osajesly  towards  the  centre  of  his  realms, 
while  Superior  ie  ao  ocean  in  tlie  heart  of  a  splendid  w  ilderness.*'

WEEKLY  COMMERCIAL  REPORT. 

There  is  little  new  to  notice  this  week.  The  market  for  Sugars  and 
Coffees  is  firm  as  to  price,  but  at  the  present  quotations  no  extensive  sales 
could  be  effected.  The  chief  interest  now  is  in  the  Hop  taarkei,  where 
large  sales  have  been  effected  without  difliciilty«  ai  imftroved  prices.  It 
is  asserted  that  the  crop  generally  will  be  bad,  ns  the  plants  are  decaying 
rapidly,  and  the  vermin  increase  daily.  This  statement  may  be  exagge¬ 
rated,  blit  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  state  of  the  plantations  is 
bad.  For  good  Hops,  in  pockets,  6/.  have  been  freely  realized.  The 
present  duty  is  taken  at  40,0(X)/. 

There  are  very  few  orders  tins  week  from  the  Cotttinent  for  goods  of 
any  kittd,  and  in  the  Home  trade,  among  the  regular  vettdera  of  British 
manufactured  goods,  there  are  loud  complaintsol  the  flishonest  system  prac¬ 
tised  by  some  of  the  cheap  advertising  houses.  These,  it  seems,  set  per¬ 
sons  up  in  business  in  different  parts  of  London,  and  etiable  them  to  get 
goods  on  credit  to  an  enormous  amount,  when  they  slip  in  and  purchase 
the  stock  at  leas  than  a  fourth  of  its  value,  leaving  the  cretliiors  in  the 
Jurch,  and  aubsequenlly  selling  the  goods  at  30  or  40  per  cent,  under  the 
regular  dealers. 

A  great  stir  is  making  among  the  mercli’anfs  in  the  City  about  the  out¬ 
rages  upon  the  British  shipping  by  Don  Miguel,  and  the  injury  to  trade 
caused  by  his  usurpation.  An  attempt  is  making  to  get  up  a  public 
meeting  on  the  subject.

THE  jXAMINER. 

LONDON,  July  12,  1829. 

The  Keeper  of  the  Seals  in  France  has  issued  a  very  absurd  Cir- 
Vcular  to  the  Prefects  of  the  Departments,  urging  them  to  enforce  the 
laws  against  the  “  abuses  **  of  the  press,  and  at  the  same  time  canting 
about  his  regard  for  its  “  liberty.’^  This  hollow  profession  of  favour 
so  generally  accompanies  some  insidious  blow  at  the  privilege  which  it 
affects  to  cherish,  that  a  serious  attempt  to  encroacli  upon  the  very 
moderate  share  of  freedom  possessed  by  the  French  press  might  be 
apprehended,  were  it  not  for  the  feebleness  which  characterises  the 
present  Administration  of  Cuarles  X.  It  has  not  spirit  enough  to 
adopt  important  measures  either  good  or  bad ;  and  we  suspect  the 
Press*  cramped  as  it  is,  is  more  than  a  match  for  the  Cabinet.  The 
Circular  ip  question  is  especially  pitiful;  it  particularly  instances 
attacks  U{^n  the  taxes  as  a  grand  mischief  to  be  repressed  by  the 
vigilance  of  the  Prefects.  We  can  understand  a  Ministerial  sensi¬ 
tiveness  in  regard  to  attacks  upon  tax-makers  and  tax-Jevourers  ;  but 
it  is  something  new  for  a  Government  to  express  its  horror  of  UbeU 
upon  the  taxes  themselves.  The  high  price  to  which  the  French  Funds 
have  so  long  and  so  steadily  been  rising,  has  revived  the  project  of 
reducing  the  5  per  cents;  and  such  arrangements  are  said  to  be 
concerted  between  tlte  Finance  Minister,  the  Bank  of  France,  and 
the  leading  capitalists,  as  ensure  the  success  of  the  project.  The  new 
Istock  will  be  one  of  4  per  cent,  and  a  large  bonus  is  expected,  in 
order  to  silence  discontent.  A  mutiny  lately  broke  out  on  board  a 
ship  of  war — ht  Conquerant-^^X,  Toulon  ;  a  body  of  500  or  600  mal¬ 
contents  landed,  and  betook  themselves  in  arms  to  the  neiglibourhood 
of  the  city.  We  are  gratified  by  the  manner  of  repressing  this  dis¬ 
order,  which  by  the  way  seems  to  have  had  nothing  to  do  with 
politics.  The  officers  sought  the  mutineers,  not  wiih  grape-shot  and 
bayonets,  but  with  the  words  of  friendly  remonslrance,  appealing  to 
their  sense  of  honour  and  soldierly  character,  not  to  disgrace  them¬ 
selves  and  the  service  by  insubordination.  Tire  men  returned  directly 
to  their  duty — a  termination  of  the  affair  far  more  favourable  to  the 
morale  and  discipline  of  an  army  (to  say  nothing  of  humanity)  than 
a  massacre  of  Darrackporc.  But  French  soldiers  and  sailors  are  not 
depraved  and  made  savagt  by  the  degrading  Uuh. 

Nothing  be)ond  rumour  has  reached  this  country  respecting  the 
operations  of  the  Count  Diebitscu  or  the  Grand  Vizier  after  the 
severe  fighting  on  the  llth  and  12Ui  of  June.  It  is  however 
known  that  the  Utter  hae  re-catered  Schoumla  with  a  body 
of  cavalry.  The  siege  of  Silistria  is  vigorously  pressed,  and 
General  Geismar  has  bf  a  coup  de  main  taken  the  fortress 
of  Kachova,  the  losv  of  which  will  hinder  the  Turks  from 
sending  supplies  down  the  Danube  to  the  besieged  places.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  recent  report  of  the  capture  of  a  Russian  frigate  is 
oonfirined.  The  Capitav-Pacha  took  it  in  one  of  the  bold  excur¬ 
sions  into  the  RUck  Sea,  which  his  squadron  has  repeatedly  made 
lately  in  the  teeth  of  the  Imperial  blockading  deeL

A  grand  display  xiik 
processions,  Acc.  is  threatened  on  the  12th  July  (this  day)  in  defijua 
at  once  of  the  law  and  the  Catholics.  To  “  more  embroil  the  fray," 
the  Duke  of  Cumberland,  as  Grand  Master  of  the  Orange  Institu¬ 
tion,  has  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Earl  of  Enniskillen,  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  exhorting  the  factious  to  take  iieart  oot^ithsUudbg 
tbeir  recent  defeat,  and  to  be  on  the  alert  to.  promote  the  “  holy 
cuuse^  How  worthy  of  each  other  are  the  cause  and  iu  diao. 
pions!  There  is  to  be  no  contest,  after  all,  for  the  represes-

He  does  not  speak 
Lllijvely  of  penalties  in  case  of  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Clergy  ;  but 
quite  sHfficient  to  justify  the  interference  of  any  Government, 
bosid  ich  failure  occur.  Dr  Kay  is  too  sensible  a  man  to  talk  of  a 
Trasif*  aceirg  that  certain  obligations  are  performed,  without  having 
_  noMsdial  power  in  the  case  of  ihcir  being  neglected. — Chroniete. 
it  it  a  necessary  consequence  of  the  power  of  examination  given  to  the 
JskiicM,  that  they  should  strike  out  such  charges  aa  they  deem  un- 
fcttoded,  and  reduce  such  as  are  exorbitant,  and  should  specify,  on  or  at 
the  foot  of  the  account,  every  such  charge  and  payment,  and  the  amount, 
loftrastbey  disallow  or  reduce  the  same.

COURT  OF  KING’S  DENCH. 

Wednesday,  July  8. 

ALLEGED  LIBEL — THE  KIKO  V.  ALEXANDER,  &C. 

Mr  Denman  solicited  the  interference  of  the  Court  in  this  cav, 
os  the  Attorney-General,  who  had  obtained  leave  to  file  a  crimintl 
information  against  the  defendants,  had,  to  their  surprise,  yes¬ 
terday  served  them  with  a  notice  of  an  cX'oJJieio  infinnatioo  for 
the  same  alleged  libel.  Mr  Denman  thought  that  the  Court  wojW 
have  hesitated  iu  making  the  rule  absolute  in  this  case,  had  it  koosi 
that  this  tx-ojjicio  proceeding  would  have  been  resorted  to,  at  it  *ii 
repugnant  to  every  principle  of  justice  that  two  modes  of  proceeding 
against  a  party  should  be  allowed  for  the  same  offence.  H  ituotioo 
therefore  was,  that  either  the  ex-officio  information  should  be  taken  ef 
the  file,  or  that  the  rule  for  the  criminal  information  should  b«  detl 
with  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  had  the  Court  bees 
apprised  that  it  was  intended  to  file  the  ex  ojfficio  information. 

The  Attorney-General  observed,  that  neither  at  the  time  when  fct 
had  moved  for  leave  to  file  the  criminal  information,  ncr  * 

when  he  applied  to  have  the  rule  made  absolute,  had  he  any  inteo^** 
file  ail  ex  officio  iiifunnatioii ;  but  since  Ihe  rnle  had  been  made 
circumstances  had  come  lo  his  knowledge  which  made  it  hi*  duty  o 
adopt  that  mode  of  proceeding.  He  had,  Ijpwever,  no  intention  to 
ceeil  with  the  criminal  iiiforination  ;  and  he  begged  to  state  to  ti«
